It was on December 9 that Gover- 
nor William D, Stephens sent a tele- 
gram of warning to the secretary of 
state at Washington announcing that 
the law became effective the _ fol- 
lowing day and that the full execu- 
tive power would back the district 
attorneys of the various counties in 
the forcement of the law. 

Equal to Deed 

The last leases recorded is equiva- 
lent to a deed, in that it runs for a 
period of 50 years and the rental of 
$1000 for the 50-year period was 
made payable in advance and the re- 
ceipt acknowledged, Kijima, the Japa- 
nese, agrees under the terms of the 
contract ito pay the taxes, street as- 
sessments and keep the property in 
full repair during the 50-year period, 
when the property would revert to 
the heirs of the Perkin family.

So destructive has been the gather- 
ing of holly in San Mateo county that 
arrests have been made for tres- 
pass by owners as the only recourse 


of stopping the vandalism practiced. 
People who would not think of going 
iato private grounds and chopping i 
down an ornamental shrub think noth- 
ing of uprooting a holly bush, one 
of the most beautiful of nature's or- POMONA 
naments. 

If the Christmas berry is to be 
preserved, it must be given a chance } 
to renew itself from year to year. { 
This it will do if only small lateral 
branches are cut off with a knife or 
pruning shears. The main branch 
system should not be mutilated, since 
wounds cause it to be subject to dis- 
eases, such as the pear blight, which 
will eventually kill the shrub. The. 
removal of lateral branches does not 
affect its health. Vandalism will mean 
the exhaustion of the California holly 
even as the arbutus of the Hastern 
states was destroyed by ruthless 
hands.

Lake’s crack train. The 106 miles, 60 of which was through the hardest kind of desert sand, was covered 
in two hours and 53 minutes, actual driving time, the car arriving at Ontario at 8:13 a, m., three minutes 
ahead of the train. Elasped time was 3 hours, 13 minutes. 


Desert sands were taken at an average of 40 miles an hour, the car ,in spite of its light weight, hold- 
ing the road better than many heavier cars, the observers declare. 
Attaining a speed at times on smooth roads of 61 miles an hour, there was a noticeable lack of vibration, 
the motor and car showing a remarkable smoothness.
